It was about this time 
that I went to St. Thomas’ when 
Archbishop Curley was visiting. 
This was my first time to enter a 
Catholic church. The beauty of the 
service, the candles, the incense, all 
impressed me. I did not, of course, 
believe all that I heard, but I was 
interested to read and try to find 
proof for what I had heard. Soon 
I found myself coming again and 
again to St. Thomas.’ The peace 
and the quiet soothed me. Never 
did I enter the church that I[ did 
not feel that I was entering a holy 
place. Among the Catholics I 
found there are no differences of 
opinion concerning the Holy Eu- 
charist. “This is my body” is to 
them no figure of speech.

Funshun, Manchuria.—The Rev. 
Gerard Donovan, a Maryknoll mis-

American Divorce 
Declared Void In 
Quebec Province 


Montreal.—A divorce obtained 


in the United States has no effect|* 


in the Province of Quebec and per- 
sons married here and divorced in 
the United States cannot remarry 
in Quebec without committing big- 
amy, Justice Desaulniers, of the 
Superior Court, has ruled in a case 
in which a wife caused the arrest 
of her husband for non-support. 

The man, when arrested, pro- 
duced a divorce decree obtained in 
Chicago. The police magistrate 
expressed the opinion that it had 
no effect and condemned the man 
for non-support. He appealed to 
the Court of King’s Bench and the 
case is still pending. An opinion 
was sought by the Judge of As- 
sizes from Justice Desaulniers be- 
fore hearing the appeal. 

In concluding his opinion, the 
jurist said: 

“Article 185 of the Civil Code 
declares that marriage is indis- 
soluble and cannot be dissolved ex- 
cept by the death of one of the 
parties to it. It would be strange 
if foreign courts had more power 
(over Quebec citizens) than our 
own. What citizens of this pro- 
vince could not obtain here, they 


could obtain elsewhere, and par- 
ticularly in certain of the Ameri- 
can states where mass production 
of divorces is the rule, if one may 
put it that way! This condition 
would be senseless. 

“The only authority competent 
to annul a marriage contracted in 
Quebec is the Senate. This power 
given to the Senate under the 
British North American Act con- 
stitutes a grave social danger, but 
I cannot do anything about that.”

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» 'Renaissance Altar Is 


Discovered In Vienna 


VIENNA.—What the experts of 


the National Memorials Bureau of 
the Austrian Chancellor’s Depart- 
ment say is the finest renaissance 
altar in Vienna, perhaps in the 
whole of Austria, has been dis- 


‘covered in a sealed-up vault below 


the Augustinerkirche, where it has 
lain since the sixteenth century. 


Research work in church docu- 
ments suggested that such an altar 
must exist, and by breaking down 
the plaster with which it was cov- 
ered when the church was regoth- 
icized, the door to the vault was 
found. The altar, which had been 
set up in an adjoining subterranean 
Loretto chapel, was surrounded by 
gravestones, shattered coffins, hu- 
man bones, and a wonderful head 
of golden hair, quite perfect des- 
pite the moldering of the bones 
centuries back, just as they had all 
been left by grave robbers. The 
coffins and sarcophagi held the 
bones of aristocrats, and are 
mostly of finely wrought copper. 


The altar, about 14 feet high, has 
in the center a plastic presentation 
of St. Anne with the Virgin and 
Child, surmounted by plastic gar- 
lands carried by four cherubs play- 
ing musical instruments. Beauti- 
fully seulptured statues of saints 
and cherubs, with renaissance pil- 
lars and foliage,. surround this 
central part. The structure itself 
is of fine sandstone with red mar- 
ble additions and is on the whole 
in an excellent state of preserva- 
tion.

| Morality Without Religion | 


“Economics, business, industry, 
government, education, recreation, 
the press, the theater, the home— 
all have been divorced by a modern 
world from religion. Morality is 
considered as something apart 
from religion. Morality, according 
to the non-religious world of to- 
day, rests not upon the fixed and 
immutable basis of God and the 
Eternal Law, from which natura! 
law and reason derive their sanc- 
tions; but is merely that relative 
thing which convention makes it. 
Unthinkable as it may seem, mor- 
ality can be, in the modern sense, 
what non-moral people by merely 
human conventions decree that it 
shall be. The morality of today 
need not be that of tomorrow. This 
condition of affairs has given 
license to a thousand evil forces 
which have brought upon the world 
such universal misery and suffer- 
ing as it has never known. 


| How Find a Way Out? | 


“We ask: How shall we find a 
way out? What is the first step to 
be taken in the restoration of 
sanity, peace and prosperity? It 
is, first, to acknowledge before 
God and men our faults, our sins, 
our numberless acts of injustices; 
secondly, to beg pardon of God and 
men, and, thirdly, resolutely to 
promise amendment. : 

“This is a hard, humiliating duty 
to be performed by nations as well 
as by individuals. We had four 
years of the indescribable horrors 
of the World War. We have had, 
since the cessation of hostilities, 
fourteen years of international dis- 
trust, hatred, rivalry and economic 
warfare. Shall we say that God is 
unjust, if He permits four tragie 
vears of chastisement, in which 
human wisdom is confounded, in 
which individuals, groups and na- 
tions are given full opportunity to 
realize their mistakes and wrong- 
doing, to abandon the broad road 
of vice and to enter upon. the 
straight and narrow path of vir- 
tue? Shall our time of expiation 
be lengthened? Are fourteen addi- 
tional years necessary to bring us 
to our senses, to make us acknowl- 
edge the supreme dominion of God 
and to implore His mercy? God is 
patient and long-suffering and in- 
finitely merciful; but we must seek 
His mercy! 

“Men are waiting for some ex- 
traordinary fgrmula, for some un- 
expected turn of events, for the 
appearance of a genius who will 
revolutionize our social and eco- 
nomic order. They will wait in 
vain. The solution is within our 
reach. The saving principles of 
Christ are for all time. We have 
heard them preached with mighty 
force by the Common Father of 
the Christian world—Pope Pius 
XI.

“The First Principle to guide us 
all in the present crisis is from 
Christ Himself: ‘Thou shalt love 
thy neighbor as thyself.’ If we 
were hungry and without food, we 
would wish that our neighbor’s 
love for us would prompt him to 
supply our extreme, or even urgent 
needs. Our love of neighbor must 
impel us to feed the hungry during 
the coming months. Call it relief, 
call it by whatever name you will, 
but food, which is in superabund- 
ance in our country, must be “sup- 
plied to the hungry, the starving 
and the sick poor. 

“Let any necessary organization 
be set up to meet the emergency, 
which is greater than that of war. 
Is not the willingness of the poor 
to help one another a sign that 
they, more than any other class, 
have the real spirit of Christ? In 
the present depression, the poor 
will do more than their duty by 
sharing their last crust of bread or 
their t dollar with their neigh- 
bor. Would that all were as gen- 
erous and unselfish! 

“The highest praise must be 
given to many private agencies 
which have worked ceaselessly to 
alleviate distyess, and also to indi- 
viduals who have generously re- 


nonded to the many appeals made

| Obligation On Government | 


“But private resources are not 
‘Love thy neighbor as 
thyself’ imposes at all times, but 
especially in this dark hour when 
emergency virtues are required, a 
serious obligation on all Govern- 
ment officials to work for the gen- 
eral welfare. Relief measures. de- 
mand first attention. 

“It is a very grave responsibility 
to impose taxation upon a people. 
To levy taxes unjustly, recklessly, 
in the interest of favored groups 
or lobbies, means the betrayal of a. 


paration for war, the mounting 
cost of government caused by the 
multiplying of bureaucracies, by 
extravagant appropriations for 
public buildings, roads, schools 
and fads in education, have placed 
upon the shoulders of our Ameri- 
can citizens an oppressive burden 
of taxation. The injustice wrought 
by excessive taxation on the 
farmer and the worth-while man 
who is striving to pay for his mod- 
est home, is simply incredible! 


| General Welfare Basis of Law 


“The votaries of state absolu- 
tism would have us identify legis- 
lation with law, and reject the 
basic idea that law must be enact- 
ed for the general welfare. As a 
consequence, we have much legis- 
lation that is framed without re- 
gard to the best interests of the 
people. We have tax legislation 
that favors the strong rather than 
the weak, the rich rather than the 
poor. It is also a reflection on the 
sense of justice of many of our 
men in political life that they have 
been unwilling to work for drastic, 
or even substantial retrenchment 
in Government expenditures dur- 
ing the tragic years through which 
we have just passed. 

“Love of neighbor should make 
religion, government, capital, la- 
bor, rural groups, schools, the 
press, the radio, the theater and 
all forms of M#creation, work for 
the general interests of our people. 
What a transformation would take 
place in our. country if greed and 
selfishness in all these agencies 
were eliminated and, regenerated 
and spiritualized, they would work 
unselfishly for the common good of 
the community and of the nation! 


The Second Principle 


“The Second Principle to be con- 
sidered is: ‘In the sweat of thy 
face shalt thou eat bread’ (Gen. iil, 
19). Man has not only a right to 
life but to the things that will sus- 
tain life according to human dig- 
nity. This is not a privilege con- 
ferred by employer or by govern- 
ment. It is a right conferred by 
God in the natural law, a right 
that is prior to every government 
and which all governments are 
bound to respect and to protect. 
We may say, therefore, that man, 
eapable of laboring, has the same 
right to work that he has to bread, 
because it is a means to earn his 
bread.

“This brings us to the considera- 
tion of a problem on which the 
attention of the whole world is 
focused today—the problem of un- 
employment. It is especially acute 
in our own highly industrialized 
country. The crisis is said to be 
moving in a vicious circle—things 
cannot be set in motion in the eco- 
nomic world because the people 
have no purchasing power; and the 
people have no purchasing power 
because the economic world does 
not move! 

“This is the crisis that the world 
has reached. Only Christian prin- 
ciples will enable us to pass it 
safely. 

“We hear on all sides that con- 
fidence is necessary to solve the 
problem of unemployment and to 
restore balance to the world. We 
must have more confidence in Al- 
mighty God; more confidence in 
our neighbor; more confidence in 
our democratic form of govern- 
ment, which impliés that we must 
succeed in arousing public opinion 
so that only men worthy of con- 
fidence will be selected to fill posi- 
tions of public trust. Men accept- 
ing such responsibility should be 
made to understand that their oath 
of office binds them to serve to the 
best of their ability, not their own 
selfish interests, not particular 
groups, but the general welfare of

“The machine, as the cause of 
much unemployment, is giving us 
grave concern. As it would be 
senseless to forbid man to use his 
God-given faculty of reason or his 
gift of genius, so it is unreasonable 
to say that he must not carry on 
research work through which at 
any moment discoveries of incal- 
culable benefit to every member of 
the; human family may be made. 
Research has enabled man to con- 
quer practically the dread diseases 
of tuberculosis and yellow fever.

“Research, on the other hand, 
has produced monster machines 
which have literally taken from 
millions their very means of sub- 
sistence. These giant machines 
have been invented not to serve 
the general interests of the people, 
but to pile up colossal fortunes for 
individuals and groups. This is 
the real menace of the machine. 
This does not mean that the ma- 
chine must be destroyed, but that 
it must be controlled. It must be 
evaluatéd in terms of the benefits 
it will confer upon the community 
or the state at large. Would that 
the genius of our inventors were) 
eentered upon the production of 
machines which would reduce to a

ognize the prior and supreme 
rights of man and are controlled 
by Christian principles. 


Back To the Land Movement | 


“Decade by decade we have be- 
come a more industrialized nation 
without God. This is a strong fac- 
tor in our present unemployment 
situation. While there has been a 
movement back to the country dur- 
ing the depression, there is no indi- 
cation of its continuance and per- 
manency. Would that today, and 
even in normal times, from 70 per 
cent to 80 per cent of our people 
were on the land, rather than in 
our congested industrial centers! 
The strength of the home, the 
strength of the nation and of the 
Church, must rest in large mea- 
sure on contented rural life. With 
the cessation of the World War we 
might have developed a_ great 
movement back to the land, 
strengthening the position of the 
rural dweller and inspiring him 
with confidence in the justice of 
his Government. Unfortunately, ad- 
vantage was not taken of this op- 
portunity; but even now it is not 
too late to inaugurate such a 
movement and to insure the farmer 
a just deal. Let us hope that in 
the solution of this vexed problem 
justice and the general interests of 
the people will prevail, according 
to Christian principles.

“If Christian principles can give 
us no solution of our present grave 
problems, there is no solution.

six years, afterward returning to 
Antioch where he labored as a 
priest. He was ordained Bishop of 
Constantinople in 398. Although

When God willed that the Holy 
Family should leave Egypt, an 
Angel again appeared to Joseph in 
his sleep, and told him to take 
Mary and the Child home to Naz- 
areth. The wicked King Herod was 
dead, so it was now safe to re- 
turn to their own land. Joseph, as 
usual, was obedient to God’s wish- 
es, and started out at once. 

The little Family was very tired 
after the hard day’s travel, but 
went wearily on, hoping to find 
shelter for the night. Great black 
clouds were gathering, and soon 
sharp streaks of lightning split 
the sky. “We will never find shelter 
before the storm breaks”, Joseph 
said with an anxious look at Mary 
and the Child. 


“Fear not, Dear Joseph”, Mary'

Because Jesus 
GOD, He has all the power of 
God, His Father, Who made the 
whole world and everything in. it. 
Nothing is too hard for God to do. 

The centurion (the captain that 
we hear about in the other story) 
knew this. So when he asked 
Jesus to cure his servant who was 
sick at home, he did not ask Him 
to come all the way to the house. 
He said, “Only say the word, and 
my servant shali be healed.” 

Now listen carefully to what 
Jesus answered him: “As thou 
hast believed, so be it done to 
thee.” Do you think that Jesus 
would have showed He was the 
SON OF GOD if the captain had 
not believed He was the SON OF 
GOD? 

You know, many people then did 
not believe that Jesus was the 
SON OF GOD. They knew God 
had promised to send His Son to 
earth to save them, and they had 
heard Jesus say that He was this 
promised Son; but still they did 
net believe. And some had seen 


our time. They think that Jesus 
was just a very good man; they do | 
not believe that He was the SON 
OF GOD. They do not believe, 
when Jesus went back to Heaven, 
He left Himself in His holy Cath- 
olic Church; that, in the Church, is 
all the power of God to help every 
one of us, just as Jesus did when 
'He lived here on earth. | 

They do not believe that when 
the priest says in confession, “I 
absolve you from your sins,” that 
it is just the same as if Jesus 
Himself had said it, and that our 
souls are made clean of sin just as 
the leper’s body was cleansed of 
its sores when Jesus said, “Be 
thou made clean.” 

But we believe, as did the leper 
long ago, and so our souls are 
cleansed in confession. We be- 
rlieve, as the captain did, and so 
our souls are made well and strong 
in Holy Communion. 

Did you notice how much the 
captain’s words to Jesus are like 
the prayer for Holy Communien? 
“Tord, I am not worthy that Thou 
shouldst enter under my roof; but 
only say the word and my soul 
shall be healed .” 

Let’s write these words on our 
calendar sheet for the third week 
of Epiphany. Maybe we can find a 
picture of Jesus talking to the cap- 
tain; but, whether we can or not, 
we can draw a picture of the 
sacred Host that we receive in 
Holy Communion. It is just as 
much a miracle when Jesus heals 
our souls and makes them strong 
in Holy Communion as when He 
healed the sick servant of the cap- 
tain. 

And, if we find a picture of 
Christ and the leper we can write 
under it, “Be thou made clean.” 
Then we can draw a little picture 
of the confessional, and write the

Did you know, children, that the 
Blessing and Thanksgiving at daily 
meals were Sacramentals? Itéis 
well understood by all that the 
anointed hands of the priest, by 
the power they receive at ordina- 
tion, are the proper instruments 
to bless anything in God’s Name. 
Yet, any person, even a child, is 
permitted to make the Sign of the 
Cross over any proper object, and 
ask Heaven to bless those who use 
the objects in the spirit of faith. 


There is nothing, in the order of 
nature, we need more than food 
and drink. On this account and 
because God is the. Giver of all 
good gifts, we ask His Blessing 
upon our food and Thank Him 
afterward for His bounty. 


Even in the Old Law they would 
bless each different thing brought 
to‘ the table before they ate of it. 
Such words were used as: “Blessed 
be God, Who gives food to all 
fiesh;” “praised and blessed be the 
Lerd our God, Who hath drawn 
bread out of the earth.” When the 
meal was ended, all joined in a 
hymn of Thanksgiving. 

We remember how our Divine 
Lord gave Thanks at the Last Sup- 
per, and also at the multiplication 
of the loaves and fishes. St. Paul 
often told the early Christians to

replied, and clasping the Child to 
her heart, she knelt and raised her 
eyes to Heaven. “Father, protect 
us, for Jesus’ sake”! she whispered.
